“He 
loved his fellow-men, and because 
they ifelt it and knew it, they loved 
and trusted him. His whole life, 
from the knee of that cherished 
mother who had an inspired faith 
in him, down to the day when a 
sorrowing world laid its tributes 
at his bier, was a continuing tes- 
timony to his devotion to them and 
to their faith in him. 

“Some will say that such a 
sweet and gentle nature could only 
have found its setting and its op- 
portunity for service in a strange 
and neculiar time.

SENATE CAN FUNCTION 

While waged along much the

“He was criticised because his 
own country, under his teadership, 
did not move forward so fast as 
some wished. But when, worn out 
by the struggle he had so bravely 
borne, he laid down the burden, his 
critics saw clearly what his leader- 
ship had accomplished. They saw 
that it had been a leadership for- 
ward and upward, in an era when 
most other countries were moving 
backward and downward. They 
saw that prosperity smiled once 
more on a favored land. They saw 
that prosperity and material well 
being were somehow strangely rare 
in other lands. So they came to 
realize what his modest, unassum.- 
ing leadership had wrought for his 
country. 

“It was natural that such a char- 
acter, passing from the stage of 
life, should leave the multitude a 
sense of personal loss. Seldom in- 
deed. has any man's death left that 
feeling among so many. He was 
mourned abroad and at home. The 
conviction was felt everywhere 
that he was one of the men best 
fitted to serve a distracted world 
in a difficult period of its history. 

LIFE A LESSON 

“But he was not permitted to 
finish his task. He broke and 
went down under fits load. In the 
hour of sorrow for his loss, men 
and women were moved to a 
broader charity, a relaxation of 
partisan excesses, a determination 
to be fair and moderate and 
reasonable. His life became, in 
the tragic sorrow of its end, a 
lesson in the value of simple and 
modest ways.

The heart's actién in propelling 
the blood consists in the suctes- 
sive and alternate contractions and 
dilatations of the muscular walls of 
its two auricles and two ventri- 
cles.

ON ALIEN LAND LAW 


On solicitation of the Maricopa 
County Farm Bureau, Gov. Hunt 
has addreaged the legal representa- 
tives of the State's fourteen coun- 
ties calling attention to an act of 
the 1921 Legisiature that closely fol- 
lows the California statute with 
relation to the sale or leasing of 
land to aliens to whom naturaliza- 
tion is not available. President 
J. J. Gould of the bureau states 
his belief that white labor is avail- 
able in sufficient quantity for the 
growing of all products of the Salt 
River Valley. Official action has 
been stirred by a report that a 
large number of Japanese and 
Hindus were about to come to Ari- 
zona m the Imperial Valley, 
‘there displaced by court approval 
of the California antialien laws. 
This valiey’s melon and vegetable 
crops now are handled largely by 
Japanese. 

MANY INSANE 

Digcovervy has been made that 
101 of the inmates of the Arizona 
State Hospital for the Insane had 
been residents of the State less 
than a year before commitment. 
The hospital, east of Phoenix, is 
crowded by 686 inmates. Of these, 
223 are natives of foreign coun- 
tries, mainly of Mexico, and only 
fifty are native Arizonans. Intima- 
tion it# given that the State soon 
may start on a policy of returning 


to other States the insane that are 


chargeable to them. It is claimed 
a predecent lately was set by Cali- 
fornia, which sent here a paNent 
who had been a resident of - 
zona. 

A few years ago there was deliv- 
ery to the Mexican authorities at 
Nogales of a score of Mexicans who 
had been cared for in the Arizona 
asylum, some of them for years.’ 
At that time {* wae told that de- 
mented Mexicans occasionally had 
been led across tha international: 
line by relatives merely to put upon 
Arizona the burden of their sup- 
port. Sixty-eight Mexicans now 
are ready for deportation. 

In some instances persons were 
committed here who had been dis- 
charged from the asyiums of other 
States. The cost of asylum main- 
tenance is about $179,000 a year. 
This may be largely reduced in the 
event that transfer to other States 
and to foreign countries may be 
secured of the nonresident board- 
ers. A bill that will provide for 
this is to be offered at the next ges- 
atun of the Legislature.

RECESS STUDY 
IS BAROMETER 


Library of Congress Great 
Aid to Lawmakers 


Experts of Staff Delve into 
Numerous Subjects 


Unbiased Service Given to 
Inquiring Ones 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Per- 
haps the most dependable forecast 
as to the questions that will receive 
the most attention during the pres- 
ent session of Congress is to be 
found tn the lst of subjects that 
Senators and Representatives stu- 
died during the recess, or since the 
close of the last session. This in- 
formation is to be obtained at the 
Congressional Library. 

It is not generally understood 
that this great collection of books, 
documents, magazines, newspapers 
and all kinds of publications—the 
third largest in the world—is es- 
sentially the Library of Congrees, 
as it is officially named. National 
legislators have the first call on its 
resources. More than that, they 
have at their command the legis- 
lative research service, established 
in 1914, which consists of a num- 
ber of experts who can assemble on 
short notice all available data on 
any subject. 


EXPERTS GREAT HELP 

A Senator or Representative who 
expects to tak® an active part in 
formulating legislation on a given 
question must necessarily be 
thoroughly informed. He has his 
own office staff to assist him in pre- 
paratory work, but his main re-- 
Hance is on the library experts. 

These experts compile statistics 
and chronological records and 
make digests of State and Federal 
(laws, and of the laws of other 
countries. The views of recognized 
authorities to be found in books, 
pamphiets and magazine articles 
are brought together and briefed, 
and public opinion, as _ refiected in 
newspaper editorials and articles, is 
analyzed and, digested. 

All reports that are made by the 
bureau are strictly nonpartisan 
and unbiased. For example, a 
Congressman may desire to make a 
fight for government ownership of 
the railroads. He can not call on 
the legislative reference service for 
a report that will show that gov- 
ernment ownership is a good thing 
or the logical solution of the trans- 
portation problem. He can get, 
however, a report that will give 
him all the available data on the 
subject of government ownership, 


own purposes. 
RESEARCH ALL DONE 


On the big controversial ques- 
tions before the public there is 
such wealth of material] that the 
same report may be used by Sen- 
ators and Representatives who gre 
taking diametrically opposed posi- 
tions as to what Congress should 
do. Thus the bureau undertakes 
to do exactly what its name indi- 
cates—give members of Congress 
service that will save them much 
drudgery so far as research work 
is concerned, 

_ Durtng the recesses of Congress, 
in addition to complying with re- 
quests for special reports, the bu- 


-|reau undertakes to keep abreast of 


developments in connectiun with 
all the more important pubiic 
questions. Material is gathered 
and studies are made in anticipa- 
tion of the calls that will be forth- 
coming when Congress reassem- 
bles. To place a single copy of any 
document in the hands of every 
Congressman requires an edition 
of over 6500 copies, and when 
there is an extraordinary demand 
for some of the reports and studies 
they are printed. 

Inquiry at the Library of Con- 
gress discloses the fact that in 
preparation for the present session 
members have sought information 
on eight general topics—constitu- 
tional, governmental, adminis- 
trative, agricultural, railroad, coal. 
labor and international affairs.

French Sherlock Called on 
to Solve Mystery 


Murder by Suggestion is One 
Theory Advanced — 


Famous Father Places Blame

PORTLAND (Or.) Dec. 16.— 
Two thousand bags of lonesome 
peanuts with their shimmies 
shucked off—it’s a sad tale. They 
were chucked down in the after- 
hola of the Canadian Prospector 
at Tsingtao, China, never more to 
gee their native land. They were 
lonesome use, on that massive 
steel ship, there was not a single 
bag Of popcorn, not a flake.

lems confronting Japan. 


“I'ne commercial and industrial 
districts of Tokio and almost the 
whole of Yokohama were destrdyed 

fire,” says the report, which will 
be published in the official journal 
ef the“society. “In the Honiyo 
and Fukagewa districts many 
chemical factories were almost 
completely destroyed. There were 
about 1100 factories in the two dis- 
tricts, employing about 70,000 peo- 


“In the Fukagawa district was 
Jocated the Asano Cement Com- 
y. whose products are well 
nown among the cement users. 
The remaining factories are situat- 
ed in the suburbs of the city, 
where the damage was was com- 
ively emall. The total num- 

of factories in the Tokio Pre- 
fecture was about 25,125, employ- 
ing 162,906 male and 72,391 female 
workers; 10.913 factories were de- 
etroyed and. 78.207 peeple lost their 
teres The total damage of the 
orier is estimated to be about 


80 to 40 per cent. 
GOVERNMENT TO LEND 


“The important factories situated 
eutside the burned districts can be- 
work after two to six months. | 

" However, the recovery of these fac- 
tories is not easy; they must build 
new buildings and gather work- 
men, machines and raw materials. 
As far ag they have money, fac- 
tories, machines and raw materials 
will be obtained, but the expert 
workmen cannot be obtained with 
money. The government intends to 
lend money for recovering these to- 
tally or party destroyed factories| 
at low interest through the Indus- 
trial Bank of Japan or the agri- 


eultural and industrial banks,

DAILY TRADE TALK | 


Vanderlip Says Prosperity Prevails; Receed Citrus 
Shipments; Freight by Truck; Credits 


Frank A. Vanderlip, whose inter- 
ests in Los Angeles and Southern 


California are sufficient to iend a 
lively iocal interest to his utter- 
ances, has given out a statement in 
New York which reflects the busi- 
ness situation as it appeals to a 
banker, financier and man of af- 
fairs. Brief mention was given the 
optimistic utterance when it was 
made a few days ago, but the full 
text is wurth careful consideration 
on this Coast. Mr. Vanderlip pref- 
aced his statement with the as- 
sertion that the United States is 
witnessing extraordinary prosperity 
and probably will enjoy good busi- 
ness for some time. 

“You need only scan the reports 
of car-loadings to ascertain the 
trend of business,” he asserted. 
“Production is going ahead on a 
heaithy basis. 

“There is no overproduction; no 
overbuying, particularly among re- 
tallers; hence there is no overex- 
pansion of credit. Business is mov- 
ing along on a steady, construc- 
tive plane. There has been no buy- 
ing ahead on the part of retailers 
because these merchants probably 
have been awaiting lower prices. 
Lower prices have not materialized, 
and, therefore, business goes along 
On a steady. sound basis. 

“There has been a good deal 
of talk about high wages and high 
prices. Well, high wages mean in- 
creased purchasing power. Work- 
ers today are more efficient. There 
is, however, one exception, and 
that is labor engaged in construc- 
tlon work. 

“The United States today, has, 
one might say, a supersaundners of 
credit. Despite our industrial ex- 
pansion and the increasing pros- 
perity of the country, credit has 
not been strained.” 

As to what might undermine our 
prosperity, Mr. Vanderlip said: 

“First. there is overhopefulnessa. 
By that I mean too exaggerated 
ideas as to the future. | do not 
think we need have much fear, 
however, on that score. 

“Second. there is the fear of un- 
sound legislation. The new Con- 
gress probably will give us some 
concern. But this may be glossed 
over. If any unsound legisiation | 
is enacted I think we are big 
enough to meet it. 

“IT am not tn favor of a soldiers 
bonus A seldiers’ bonus would 
mean inflation. 

“One hears a great deal about 
the plight of the farmer. To be 
eure, the farmer has his problema. 
but I believe they have been mag- 
nified. The large crop and the 
larger purchases by farmers ind!i- 
cate that this group ts better off 
than many realize. Of course. the 
wheat farmer is less fortunate, but 
otherwise the agricultural situa- 
tion is satisfactory. 

“Undoubtedly. high wages of 
labor have had an effect upon the 
farmer. Yet, the high cost of lia- 
bor has been offset to some extent 
by the improved methods of agri- 
culture, such as better seed, ferti- 
lization, powered implements, etc. 
“I do not feel that the United 
States will have anything to fear 
commercially from 
cause of her cheap labor. e will 
continue to do the bulk of the 
world’s trade for some years. ; 

“Conditions in Burope continue 
in a muddied state. However, I 
feel, or hope, that the situation 
over there will improve, bul a real 
adjustment does not appear im- 
minent.” 


RECORD CROP 

According to the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Bank, the shipments of cit- 
rus and deciduous fruits the past 
season were the largest in history 
and were over 40,000 carloads in 
excess of the previous year. The 
improved handling methoda, 
broader distribution and intensive 
advertising by the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, has kept the 
demand for citrus fruit in pace 
with the increased supplies. Dur- 
ing the last twenty years the pro- 
duction of oranges and grapefruit 
has trebled, while the population 
of the United States and Canada 
has increased only about one- 
tisird. 

During the year the exchange 
members shipped 14,645,070 boxes 
of oran and grapefruit and 
$3,212,347 boxes of lemons.- 
the gear ending October 31, 1923, 
the value of the California citrus 
crop was $105,486,506, which re- 
turned to the growers $71,900,000, 
after the payment of $34,478,000 
for freight and refrigeration. New 
rates effective December 3, 1923, 


000 annually on the total Califor-

FREIGHT BY TRUCK

Chamber Told Islands Are 
at Our Doorstep 


New Steamship Line Adds to 
Advantages 


Foreign Commerce 


Hawaii is at Los Angeles’ door- 
step and Los Angeles manufactur- 
ers and wholesalers must learn to 
consider it as much a part of their 
natural market as Riverside or 
San Diego, Sylvester L. Weaver told 
the committee on manufactures of 
the Chamber of Commerce at 
luncheon yesterday. The addition 
of Hawaii by the Los Angeles 
Steamship Company “line, which 
now furnishes the connecting link, 
is as important as the addition of 
a new State, he declared, for the 
purchasing power of the Hawalian 
Islands is ahead of that of several 
States of the union. : 

Mr. Weaver recently returned 
from the annual Chamber of Com- 
merce excursion to Honolulu. He 
told the committee that Honolulu 
now convinced that the con- 
nection by steamship with Los 
Angeles would be permanent; that 
the business was there, and that 
all that remained was to go after 
it energetically. 


CAN DEPEND ON HAWAII 

“In past years Hawaiian business 
men regarded Los Angeles business 
connections rather timidly,.” h 
said. “They rather doubted th 
permanency of the much talked 
of steamship line, which finally be- 
gan running seventeen years after 
it was first considered. But they 
understand now that the line is 
there to stay. Hawaii will sup- 
port commerce with Los Angeles 
at that end; it is up to us to sup- 
port it at this end.” 

Mr. Weaver proceeded to give 
figures. He said the internal rev- 
enue collections in the Hawaltian 
Islands the past few years ran from 
$16,000,000 to $20,000,000 an- 
nually, which passed the collec- 
tions turned in by a dozen States, 
and that the population was equal 
to that of Arizona and Nevada 
combined. 

“Although there are but 25,000 'to 
30,000 white Americans,” he said, 
“while the Japanese number more 
than 100,000 in a total population 
of about 250,000, business men 
must look behind these population 
figures. They will discover that 
the Japanese and Chinese in these 
islands contain a large proportion

educated persons, whose wants are 
the same as ours and whose pur- 
chasing power is as high as any- 
one’s, on the average.

IS ABATING

Anxiety was expressed for small 
fishing and pleasure vessels an- 
chired in the Bay District, al- 
though as yet no material damage 
has been reported.

Trees were blown down 
in all parts of the city and nu- 
merous calls were answe y the 
fire department. 

The fishing and canning indus- 
try suffered the heaviest loss at 
the harbor. Lobster fishermen 
lost many traps, due to the heavy 
seas, which have broken them to 
pieces, and numerous boats on 
their way to the harbor with 
catches are being delayed. Bat- 
tlecraft and ships of the auxiliary 
fleet were forced to postpone tact- 
ical maneuvers, having been driven 
from the Clemente drill 


grounds, 


CRASHES INTO DOCK 

Wind which Saturday hurled the 
liner Calawali into her dock yes- 
terday drove the navy tug Pinola 
headlong into the Union Oi! dock, 
whence she was bound to load oil, 
splitting the dock wide open and 
disrupting huge pipe lines. The 
tug backed out apparently unin.- 
jured. The damage was estimated 
by Union Oil officials at more than 
$10,000, 

The loading facilities were badly 
crippled, the local manager esti- 
mating it will take four or five days 
before the pliant will operate again 
to capacity. A navy board is ex- 
pected to be appointed today to in- 
vestigate and place responsibility 
for the crash. 


NEAR ACCIDENT 


The wind also came near pitch- 
ing the Japanese navai tanker Tsu- 
rumi into the breakwater Yesterday 
morning.

Wind still menaced other ship- 
ping, the steamer George L. Olson, 
which left yesterday morning for 
Redondo to finieh unloading cargo, 
having to put back here for shelter. 
Several tankers anchored in the 
outer harbor rather than attempt 
to make dock through the narrow 
channel. 

Owing to high winds at the har- 
bor, few vessels were able to work 
cargo, consequently there were no 
departure late in the day nor were 
there any steamers scheduled to 
depart between the hours of 9% 
p.m. and midnight. The winds 
also have delayed the arrival of 
incoming steamers from both north 
and south. The Admiral Fiske, 
which was due at 6 o'clock this 
morning, is not expected to dock 
until 2 o'clock tomerrow morning. 

Great damage, including the de- 
struction of one home, was done in 
the gale in Pasadena and many 
have deciared that it has been the 
most serious wind storm in history 
of the city. Pasadena’s municipal 
light department suffered great 
losses when light wires, posts, and 
fixtures were destroyed. Accord-

“The government has no money to dis- 
tribute to any of its citizens,” asserts the 
President, “that it does not take from the 
pockets of the people, and the payment of 
a bonus to millions of our former soldiers 
could only be accomplished at a cost to 
the whole community, including the soldiers.

In paying $1,000,000 a day to the disabled 
soldiers and the dependents of those who 
lost their lives, the President feels that the 
government, which is the people, wm doing 
its duty.

At one time the government's war debt 
was more than $26,000,000,000. During the 
last four years that indebtedness has been 
decreased nearly $5,000,000,000.

065,000 for the Veterans’ Bureau.

Another is about the Ha- 
waiian (slands, and especially the 
deep chaunel between the main is- 
land and Oahu. 
Still another is the southern 
coast of Japan, from Yokohama to 
Nagasaki. 


In the Atlantic fishes of similar 
types are found, but nowhere 
such abundance as in the Pacific. 
Their special center is in the 
Mediterranean, where the tuna 
was first found and where it ac 
quired its name, Thunnos, Thyn- 
nus, Tuna, Thon and Tunny.’

I see no reason why fruit flav-

good chance to plunge into an- 
other war. 

TIRED OF WAR 

“The French seem heartily tired 
of war. True, they maintain such 
military forces as they feel are 
necessary for protection on their 
frontiers and during the past yeur 
they have had an army of occu- 
pation In the Ruhr. There is no 
popular clamor for the mainten- 
ance of these forces. Rather, they 
are considered a burden of which 
the French would be glad to be 
free if they could. 

“What .uvue French want more 
than anything else is peace, a4 
chance to work and earn their liv- 
ing without being molested. They 
want Germany to pay. They feel 
that reparations are justly due 
them. And their Ruhr policy was 
adopted for no other reason than 
to collect tnat payment. 

“So far as the French people are 
concerned, they are not given to 
worrying unduly in regard to gov- 
ernmental affairs. They leave that 
to the men in power, particularly 
Poincare, in whose integrity and 
ability they have unbounded con- 
fidence.” 

Mr. Frank thinks the French will 
ee pay their debt to Amer- 
ca. 

“As things are now, 
steadily improving commercially, 
he said. There is no unemploy- 
ment, but if anything. a shortage 
of labor. Al) lines of industry are 
active. Credits are improving, and 
'tf nothing occurs to cause another 
depression, I expect to see the com- 
mercial system back on the sound 
basia it occupied before the war.”
